plant is surrounded by a threatening 
crowd. 


The stieets aie filled with excited 


people this afternoon and the plant 
cf the American Iron and Steel com- 
pany is under guard.

most resentful feeling against the 
colored workers -biougiht here from 
the south. Today a Lebanon citizen 
received a iiestfi wound in his arm 
from a bullet fired by an unknown 
peo-sbn.

Legis- 
lative bodies have been singularly 
ineffective in remedying evils. IDveii 
now 'Mie governor of Pennsylvania is 
considering the matter of oallii^g a 
session of the legislature to adjust 
the strike question. 
I do not see 


how beneficial lesults could come 
from such a session, 'They italk, also, 
of conferences 
to settle 
fthe trust 


question. 'Such a conference could be 
perpetual with little likelihood of 
beneficial accomplishment. I believe 
it ds the wise •administration of the 
principles of justice and equity rather 
than the legislation itself tha,t is of 
.most importance."

THE CROWD STARTED. 


With the drenching rain still fall- 
ng >and the prospect most unforbid- 


ing, 
the visitors began arriving. 


There was quite a large early influx of 
Allen county residents, who braved 
he rain to drive to the city, and the 
arlier trains upon all the railroads 
also brought a considerable number 
of excursionists, though the number 
had been greatly diminished by the 
fact that rain 'began falling shortly 
before the prospective visitors had 
planned to leave their homes.

PULITZER'S DEATH. 


THE MURDERER IN NEW YORK 


HAKES A STATEMENT TO THE 


POLICE. 


SAYS ANOTHER 
TOOK LIFE 


HE MERELY TRIED TO CONCEAL 


THE CRIME. 


New York, Sept. 23.— The train 


fiom Derby, Conn., with William 
Hooper Young on board, arrived at 
the Grand Central station at 9:20 a. 
m. There was a crowd of 400 or 500 
at the station when the train came 
in. The crowd was orderly and no 
demonstration against Young was 
made. 


Preparations for taking care of 


Young and keeping the crowd from 
(Surrounding him had been made and 
when the train was stopped the pa s- 
sengers were told to keep their seals 
for a few minutes. 
Then Young, 


who was in the smoking car, was 
taken off first. He was led to a 
closed carriage and, accompanied >by 
Detective Sergeants 
Hughes 
and 


Eindlay and Mr. Hart, the prisoner's 
counsel, who came down from Derby 
with th« party, was driven to police 
headquarteis. 
The prisoner, hand- 


cuffed to Findlay, was led through a 
large crowd that had gathered to see 
him. 
He plainly was in a condition 


bordering on collapse when led up the 
steps into headquarters. 
Shortly 


after Young had been an the detec- 
tive headquarters Lawyer Hart ap- 
peared and said in reply to inquiries: 


"Young is an innocent man. The 


police believe they have got him on 
an alleged confession, which 'he -made 
before he had legal counsel. It will 
be proven that Young was not even 
an accomplice." 


YOUNG'S STATEMENT. 


At the close of the interyi&w be- 


tween Defective Captain Titus and 
Young, Captain Titus said Young 
h'ati made the following statement: 


"AJbout three weeks ago 1 met a 


man named Cftmles Simpson filing 
in Central Park. 
He 'accosted me. 


We tr.lked 
and 
got 
-acquainted, 


though the was a 'degenerate. 
After 


that Qie called on me several times at 
my ilat. 


"On the night Mrs. Pulitzer died 


Eiling and I met iher at Bro-a'dway 
and Forty-sixth street by appoint- 
ment I 3iad made. We went to the 
flat together. I went out for seme 
whisky after we got Jtliei£,J;and left 


immediately went to the jail; a u 
talked with Young for au hour 'o 
mftre. ' At the close of the interview 
Mr, Hart said: 


"If this man is sane; if he is al 


right, I do not know what to think, 
His story is more like that of a ma' 
man. It is simply wonderful, I wan 
to have him examined by an exper 
on insanity before I go on. His ino 
tive was not revenge." 


Young vtts identified positively 


•by his former employer, Mac Levy 
his former partner, Dixie Anzer, an- 
by Ouslav Ernest, a Brooklyn asso 
ciate. 


Confronted 
by them, he 
brok 


down, admitted his identity and t 
Levy ma'de a detailed confession, cov 
eiing a^ the circumstances of lh< 
murder. 
In his statement 


implicates an accomplice, upon \vhon: 
he seeks to fasten the blame for fch 
actual killing of the woman. 
He 


has named clie man to Detective Ser 
geants Edward Hughes and 
Pete 


Finley and to Levy. 
Of the confes 


sion the detectives refuse to speai; 
fearing that it mig'ht deter the fui 
tlwr accomplishment of tfiie ends of 
justice* 


There is a suspicion in their minds 


however, that this chapter of Young's 
story is a fiction, constructed toy the 
despairing mnn in a vague «hope o! 
lessening his own buiden of guilt 
Levy, however, 
professes implicit 


confidence in tlhe story of a 'confed- 
erate. 


STORY OF 


Accoiding to the confession the ac- 


complice was in Young's room with 
him when chloral hydrate w*;s given 
to 'Mrs. Pulitzer in a glass of beer 
and it was the hand of Young's con- 
federate that administered the fatal 
dose.

I g^t on a\tvain and start- 
ed down town and on the way I got 
to thinking -what a lot of disgrace 
the affair would faring upfm me and 
my father.

HIS NERVE FAILED HIM. 
"I took -a long knife and cut into 


the body, intending to cut the body 
up so that I could get it into a trunk. 
When I made fhe first cut the odor 
was so awful that I could go no fur- 
ther."

oner described Eiiing as being a man 
•about #3 years 'old, smooth fa'ce, live 
feet seven inches in 'height, with ? 
^bright, clear look in his eyes, pale 
face an'd wearing dark clothes with a 
straw ih'at -vtfhen last seen."

speaking Assistant District Attorney 
Garvan said: 
/'Captain Titus has s?aid that this 
man made practically the same state- 
ment to his counsel. That is not so. 
The captain is mistaken. We don't 
, kn'ow what 3ie told <his counsel."

TO INSPECT COURT HOUSE. 
The party will here leave the car-

The president will give an 


exhibition of how he does a sight- 
seeing tour and fifteen minutes after 
he enters the court house he will ap- 
pear at the southeast window of the 
county superintendent's, office, from 
where he will make his appearance 
on the stage. Tbe president will be 
introduced by Governor Burbin and 
will make a fifteen-minute speech, 
after which he will retire and with 
his party will re-enter the carriages 
and pioceed to the Pennsylvania 
depot, preceded by the s^me escort 
that acted on his arrival, except that 
Shober's First Begiment band will 
substitute the City band. Upon ar- 
rival at the Pennsylvania depot the 
party will be turned over 
to the 


guardianship of Captain StolFs force 
of railroad detectives, assisted by 
members of the city police.

president's special will leave for Chi- 
cago at 7:45 and the arrangements 
are so pea-feet and the precautions so 
precise that it is not at all probable 
that there will be five minutes' vari- 
ation in the entire schedule.

To avoid any possible misapprehen- 


sion and to dispel any doubts that

European Governments Not Pleased 


With Proposal—Moral Effect

London^ Sept. 23.—''Nothing that 


be of any permanent good can 


result from Secretary Hay's note to 
the powers on Roumanians treatment 
of Jews unless somebody is willing 
to crush. Roumnnia, raid no power

The foregoing quotation from tlis 


utterances of an experienced British 
official represents the* real opinion of 
the British foreign office on the sub- 
ject of the negotiations between 
America and Europe, and represents 
it with a terse sfraightforv/aidness 
which }s not likely to figure in' the 
guarded, diplomatic replies which 
Mr, Hay's note will eventually prq- 
duce.

The Associated Press is,abie to say 


that Great Britain's hacking up of 
the United States in the -Roumanian 
matter has- only produced evidence 
that the signatories of the Berlin 
treaty absolutely refuse to take other 
than merely sentimental action to- 
wards alleviating the persecution of 
the Jews.^ The exchange of views re- 
garding the American note solicited 
by Great Britain has progressed suf- 
ficiently to convince the foreign offics 
here that nothing material is likely 
to result. 
To achieve more than 


promises from Roumania it is be- 
lieved a.t Downing street and appar- 
ently an the foreign offices of the 
other capitals interested that nothing 
short of a combined display of force 
would be necessary. 
Insurmountable 


obstacles appear to render such a step 
impossCble, Intra-European jealous^ 
ies and »the normally explosive condi- 
tion of the Balkans in themsalves are 
sufficiently powerful factors to induce 
a policy of united inaction when a 
question of armed intervention is in- 
volved. 


According to- official statements the 


British foreign office has also received 
every indication of willingness on the 
part of several continental govern- 
ments to seize the opportunity of 
conveying to tfce United States gov- 
ernment the intimation that it is in- 
terfering in matters "which do not 
concern it," as various semi-official 
newspapers of the European capitals 
have put it. 


United States Ambassador Choale 


has broken up his holiday in Scotland 
and returned to London today. He it 
likely to spend the next few days in 
dealing with the Roumanian matter. 
The information gleaned from British 
diplomats, or part of it, will be un- 
officially communicated to Mr. Choate 
for transmission to Washington. 


The hopelessness privately enter- 


tained by the British foreign office 
of effecting a -change of heait ou the 
part of the Roumanian government 
-will not be 'allowed to inteitfere with 
the external course of the negotia- 
tions, and there is still reason to Ibe- 
lieve that Mr. Hay's protest may re- 
suit in a formal, joint note of the 
Berlin signatories demanding better 
treatment of ithe Jews. Regarding

Branching off 
from each court room are the judges' 
private chambers, with rooms for

THE MURDERER IN NEW YORK 


MARKS A STATEMENT TO THE 


POLICE. 


SAYS ANOTHER 
TOOK LIFE 


HE MERELY TRIED TO CONCEAL 


THE CRIME. 


New York, ~Sept.23.—The trnh: 


from Derby, Conn., with IVilHmr 
Hooper Young- on board, arrived 
al 


tho Grand Central station at 9:20 a. 
m. There was a crowd of 400 or 500 
nt the station when the train c:ime 
in. The crowd was orderly and 
demonstration against Young1 wns 
made. 


Prepar.itions 
for taking cave o£ 


Young- and keeping- the crowd from 
surrounding' him hncl been made and 
when the train was stopped the pas- 
sengers were told to keep their seals 
for a few minutes.

closed carriage and, accompanied by 
Detective Sergeants Hughes and 
Findlny nnd Mr. Ifnrt, the prisoner's 
counsel, who came down from Derby 
with thfi party, was driven to pnlioe 
headqunrtei-F. 
The prisoner, hand- 


cuffed to Findlay, was led through a 
larg'o crowd that had gathered to see 
him. 
He plainly was in ;i condition 


bordering- on collapse when led up the 
steps into headquarters. 
Shortly 


after Yotiujf had been. -;n the detec- 
tive headquarters Lawyer Hart ap- 
peared nnd said in reply to inquiries: 


"Young1 is an innocent man. Tho 


police believe they have got him on 
an alleged confession, which 'he-made 
before he -had legal counsel. It will 
be proven that Young was not even 
an accomplice." 


YOUNG'S STATEMENT. 


At. llie clff.se of the interview be- 


tween Defective Captain Titus and 
Young, Captain Titus said Young 
Iratl marl a the following statement: 


"About iJiree weeks ago I met a 


man named Cliarles Simpson Elliny 
in Central Park. 
He 'accosted me.

HIS WEIIVE FAILED HIM.

ment to his counsel. That is not so. 
T-be captain is mistaken.

know .what 3ie told liis counsel." 


Captain Titus Ilien said: 
"That is all -of -Wie statement he 


made. 
Ho volunteered all of that. 


Knowing tiv.it his rig'hts are being 
protected, we cajinot question him 
ux>w." 


Ofiptnlin Titus said 
that Young 


•h-a-d not explained how the woman 


. came 'by the wounds on 'her head. 


Young, arrive'd hero early today. Ho 
immediately went to the jail 
and 


talked with Young- for an hour 
or 


more. At the close of the interview 
Mr. Hart said: 


"If this man is sane; if he is all 


rig-lit, I do not know what to think. 
His story is more like that of a mad 
man. It is simply wonderful. I want 
to have him examined by an expert 
on insanity before I go on. His mo- 
tive was not revenge." 


Young1 w«-.s identified positively 


by his former employer, Mac Levy; 
his former pr.rtntr, Dixie Anzer, and 
by Gustav Ernest, a Brooklyn asso- 
ciate. 


Confronted 
by them, he 
broke 


down, admitted his identity and tu 
Levy marie a detailed confession, cov- 
eimg all the circumstances of (he 
murder. 
In his statement Yduii^j 


implicates ni\ -accomplice, upon whom 
lie seeks to fasten the blame for Liiu 
ictu-al killing of the woman. 
He 


ras named the man to Detective Ser- 
jeants Edward HugliCi and 
Peter 


Tinley and to Levy. Of the confes- 
sion the detectives refuse to speak, 
'enrmjv that it mig'ht deter flic fm- 
h«r accomplishment o£ the ends of 
ustice. 
There is a suspicion in their minds, 


lowever, that this chapter of Young's 
tory is a fiction, constructed by the 
esp-iiring- man in a vague 'hope DL 
essening' his own buiden of guilt,

According to 1'he confession the ao- 
omplico WAS in Young's room with

ed for. And there,

•and smoke, .tortured' 'by thrusts of 
sharpened poles, with.hot mshes and 
3ivo coals showered over 'his head and 
shoulders 'by -his cruel tonnanbors, he 
trod the circle of 'his itether, over a 
pathway of -burning coals, goaded 011 
toy his .pitiless executioners. If lie 
fell, lie was lifted up and driven on 
again, (around and 'around that fiery 
foot-path, -bill .the welcome, but tardy 
angel of death, at last claimed' -him, 
Thank heaven that dread court; witfli 
its 'attendant horrors has

passed away.

'mississippi Bubble,' succeeded to 
govern mental nnd judicial powers in 
1723, and the 'District of Illinois uud 
Win-bash,' was organized under a com- 
mandant and judge, who administer- 
ed civil 
and 'military affairs.

Post St. Vincents, now Vincennes, 
Indiana, -the laws of France were ad- 
ministered by French governors and 
judges, long enough to leave «. deep 
impress upon the legal history of the 


. elate. 


"By the treaty of Paris in 1763, 


Pran'ce relinquished her claim to fcne 
territory, and Great Britain assumed 
control. Two years later that n-a-tioii 
Kent Captain Sterling to Fort Char- 
ties <as commandant of the 'Illinois 
country,' with Authority to organize

rooms upon tlie next floor above, ar- 
ranged in the central section of the 
building, extending north and south 
from Main street to Berry street. 
The huge rotunda is in the exact cen- 
ter of the building and two of the 
court rooms are on either side of this 
great light-shaft. 
All the court 


rooms are treated in original style, 
both ns to coloring effects of the gen- 
eral interior 
and 
ornamentation. 


Surrounding each of tho rooms are 
bas-relief pieces wrought in white

illustrative

scenes connected with tlie develop- 
ment and growth of Allen county, 
and above these are .the allegorical 
paintings.

rooms are yet in use—the circuit 
court, occupying the room to the 
north, and the superior court that to 
tlie south end of the .building. Light 
for all the court rooms is diffused i 
softened 'tones through elaborate cii 
cular sections of art glass.

corridors, cacli bein 


within easy nccess of tho other, ye 
not at all conflicting. Branching off 
from each court room nre the judges 
private chambers, with rooms fo 
juries, 
prosecutor, 
sheriff, 
grand 


jury, lawyers, clerks, stenographers 
witnesses and 'bailiffs. 
The cour 


rooms all connect witli the main 1.1 
public corridor, and there are separate 
entrances into each court room foi 
court officials. 


Midway of the building, and with- 


in convenient access from each of the 
court rooms, is the splendid apart- 
ment of the law library, where is be- 
ing assembled under the management 
of the Allen County Law Library as- 
sociation a collection of judicial au- 
thorities unsurpassed in the west. 


AH tiie woodwork in the building 


is selected white oak, ami the fun;i- 
r.urc in the offices anil court roomr. is 
fully in keeping with the general 
magnificence of the building. There 
are two public elevators and several 
others for the convenience of officials. 
The massive building is steam'heated 
.inci electrically lighted from.Vpower 
station situated near the county jail, 
about three blocks north of the court 
house, and heat and power as trans- 
mitted to the building through 
a 


large tunnel built in Calhoun street. 


THE COST BY ITEMS.. 


The court house in its completed 


condition as it stands today, includ- 
ing all changes and extras," togethti 
with tlie interior decoiations and fur- 
nishings, cost a total of 8817,553.50.
